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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims 8-15 drawn to an invention/species nonelected 
with traverse in Paper Mail date 07/02/2004. A complete reply to the final rejection must 
include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) 
See MPEP§ 821.01. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 5-7 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 

comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 

was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 

which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 

invention. The disclosure regarding to the elected species 1 of Figure 29 does not 

provide the ordinary skill artisan with a reasonable expectation of success in creating or 

carrying out the claimed subject matter, since the maximum value of a distance 

between the pn junction J5 and a boundary between the isolator 41 and the 

semiconductor film as claimed is not the same as the maximum value of a distance d 

being disclosed in the specification of the present invention. Without this disclosure, 

one of ordinary skill cannot practice the invention without undue experimentation 

because of the number of operational parameters in the process. In fact, Figure 1 and 
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pages13 and 14 clearly disclose two reference points with the first original reference 
point is the end of the partial isolator 40 and the second reference point is the pn 
junction; and the distance d is a horizontal distance measured from the end of the 
partial isolator (page 13, lines 10-14; page 14, lines 11-12) to the pn junction, not from 
the boundary between the isolator and the semiconductor film to the pn junction as 
claimed. Also, the recitation "a direction from said boundary to said isolator along said 
surface of said substrate is taken as a positive direction" in claim 16 is not the same as 
"A direction from the end toward the partial isolator 40 in parallel to the surface of the 
insulator 9 is taken as a positive direction" as disclosed in page 13, lines 12-14. By 
claiming the reference point as the boundary between the isolator and the 
semiconductor film, the reference point could be any point along the boundary which is 
unclear and undefined and inconsistent with the reference point O at the end of the 
partial isolator as shown in Figure 1 and the maximum value of the distance from the 
two reference points as claimed would have a different value from the claimed value 
and the claimed distance could not be a horizontal distance. Therefore, claim 16 is not 
enabled, and also is unclear and indefinite. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 05/10/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. It is clear that the claimed subject matter is not enabled and inconsistent 
with what is being disclosed in the specification of the present invention. The 35 USC 
112 rejection is maintained.
